To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
The  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  ended  31st  December,  1959. 

The  Registrar  General’s  Estimate  of  population  of  the  district 
for  the  year  was  15,800,  an  increase  of  50  on  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year. 

In  general  the  health  of  these  15,800  persons  was  very  good 
indeed. 

The  number  of  births  was  220,  an  increase  of  1 1 on  the  figure 
for  1958,  while  deaths  numbered  242,  a decrease  of  1 on  the  1958 
figure.  Consequently  the  birth  rate  rose  to  13.92  and  the  death 
rate  fell  to  15.35.  Still  births  numbered  5 and  infant  deaths  num- 
bered 7.  All  of  these  infant  deaths  occurred  within  the  first  week 
of  life. 

Heart  diseases  again  accounted  for  the  largest  number  of  deaths, 
while  deaths  from  all  forms  of  cancer  rose  by  3 to  37  and  of  this 
figure  6 deaths  were  attributed  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus. 

The  total  number  of  infectious  diseases  notified  was  99,  a 
considerable  drop  on  the  figure  for  1958  when  309  notifications  were 
received.  Measles  notifications  fell  from  273  in  1958  to  55  in  1959. 
The  majority  of  cases  occurred  in  children  in  the  5-9  year  age  group 
and  the  peak  months  for  numbers  of  cases  notified  were  March  and 
April.  A slight  rise  occurred  in  the  notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever, 
10  cases  were  notified  in  1959,  7 in  1958.  Notifications  of  Whooping 
Cough  fell  to  1 as  against  7 in  1958. 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  report  no  notifications  of  polio- 
myelitis were  received  during  the  year. 

The  poor  response  to  the  offer  of  vaccination  against  polio- 
myelitis made  to  persons  in  the  age  group  17-25  years  continued 
until  late  April.  In  that  month  a footballer  died  of  this  disease 
after  a short  period  in  hospital.  After  this  event  the  number  of 
young  people  who  came  forward  showed  a steep  and  sudden  increase. 
Regular  clinics  were  set  up  all  over  the  country  to  deal  with  the 
large  number  of  requests  received.  Fortnightly  sessions,  pre- 
viously arranged  by  the  County  Council  at  the  Belper  Clinic,  were 
kept  working  at  full  pressure  to  cope  with  the  young  people  who 
attended  for  vaccination.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  concern  was  being 
expressed  in  some  quarters  that  these  young  people  were  not 
returning  for  their  third  injection,  which  should  be  given  8-9  months 


after  the  second  injection.  It  cannot  be  emphasised  strongly 
enough  that  it  is  essential  for  this  third  injection  to  be  given  at  the 
proper  time,  for  only  in  this  way  will  the  disease  be  finally  stamped 
out. 

It  now  appears  that  the  next  battle  in  the  field  of  public  health 
will  be  the  battle  against  noise.  Noise  is  a great  problem  in  Britain 
and  in  all  industrial  countries  and  a great  deal  of  work  remains  to 
be  done  to  ascertain  the  best  means  of  suppressing  it  at  source. 
In  October,  a group  of  people  banded  together  and  formed  them- 
selves into  the  Noise  Abatement  Society  under  the  Chairmanship  of 
Sir  Walter  Fergusson  Hannay,  with  the  avowed  purpose  of  elimi- 
nating all  excessive  and  unnecessary  noise  from  all  sources.  They 
intend  to  tackle  the  problem  of  noise  in  the  same  way  as  the  National 
Smoke  Abatement  Society  tackle  the  problem  of  Clean  Air.  As  the 
law  stands,  at  present,  noise  is  not  a matter  which  can  be  dealt 
with  under  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  but  the 
Noise  Abatement  Society  have  been  successful  in  interesting  several 
Members  of  Parliament  in  their  work  and  late  in  the  year  a Private 
Member’s  Bill,  embodying  the  Society’s  objects  had  its  first  reading 
in  the  House  of  Commons.  If  the  Bill  eventually  becomes  law,  the 
duty  of  the  administration  of  its  provisions  may  be  added  to  the 
already  many  sided  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors,  but  the 
problems  of  enforcing  any  new  “ Noise  Regulations  ” which  may  be 
made,  would  be  very  great  indeed. 

The  Report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  again  reveals 
the  very  wide  scope  of  the  duties  undertaken  by  the  Department. 
As  will  be  seen  from  the  figures  in  the  Report,  1959  proved  to  be  a 
year  in  which  a great  deal  of  valuable  work  was  carried  out. 

In  conclusion.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I have  to  express  my 
appreciation  of  the  continued  encouragement  I have  received  from 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  and  of  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  I have  to  acknowledge  the  help  and  co-operation  which 
has  been  so  readily  forthcoming  from  the  General  Practitioners, 
Health  Visitors  and  my  fellow  Officers,  particularly  the  Clerk  of 
the  Council  and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector.  My  thanks  are 
also  due  to  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  for  the 
willing  and  diligent  way  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  during 
the  year.

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Tuberculosis. 

One  death  was  ascribed  to  this  disease  as  compared  with  3 
deaths  in  1958.  The  title  used  by  Bunyan,  “ Captain  of  the  Men 
of  Death,”  seems  no  longer  applicable  to  this  disease  which  now 
takes  a minor  place  in  the  causes  of  death.  The  title  can  now  be 
transferred  to  vascular  lesions  with  cancer  in  second  place.  For 
this  fact  we  have  to  thank  the  greatly  improved  techniques  of  mod- 
ern surgery,  the  advances  made  in  the  discovery,  development, 
production  and  improvement  in  modern  drugs,  the  early  discovery 
of  persons  suffering  from  the  disease  by  Mass  Radiography  and 
vaccination  against  the  disease. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the 
year.  This  is  a decrease  of  3 on  the  figure  for  1958. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination. 

The  County  Health  Committee,  on  the  advice  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  has  decided  that  the  Scheme  shall,  at  present,  be  limited 
to  school  children  of  the  age  of  13  and  upwards.  It  is  felt  that  at 
this  age,  usually  their  penultimate  year  at  school,  the  children  can 
derive  the  most  benefit  from  the  vaccination  and  leave  school  with 
such  protection  as  the  vaccination  affords. 

A start  has  already  been  made  with  the  County  Council’s 
Scheme  within  the  Urban  District  and  it  is  hoped  to  extend  the 
scheme  throughout  the  whole  area  as  and  when  suitable  opportuni- 
ties arise. 

Visit  of  Mass  Radiography  Unit. 

The  Unit  made  3 visits  to  Belper  in  June.  The  Unit  visited 
local  factories  and  schools  and  the  general  public  were  admitted 
to  sessions  during  the  year.  I am  indebted  to  Dr.  W.  Guthrie, 
the  Medical  Director  of  the  Unit  for  the  following  table  which  gives 
details  of  the  work  carried  out.

It  is  very  gratifying  to  know  that  no  cases  of  active  Tuber- 
culosis were  discovered  during  the  survey,  but  the  numbers  of 
people  who  did  attend  the  Unit  represent  only  24%  of  the  popu- 
lation. This  is  a very  low  figure  especially  when  it  is  remembered 
that  not  all  of  those  X-Rayed  are  residents  of  the  Urban  District 
but  come  into  the  town  from  outside  every  day  to  work. 

All  members  of  the  public  should  be  impressed  with  the  ad- 
visability of  taking  regular  advantage  of  the  free  X-Ray  service 
provided  by  the  Mass  Radiography  service.  The  earlier  this  di- 
sease is  detected  the  greater  are  the  chances  for  a complete  recovery. 
Regular  visits  to  the  Unit  will  reveal  any  abnormality  which  may 
develop  but  which  may  not  show  itself  by  way  of  outward  signs. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. 

No  case  of  Diphtheria  has  been  notified  in  this  district  for  a 
number  of  years,  and  none  occurred  during  the  year  under  review. 

I am  indebted  to  Dr.  J.  B.  S.  Morgan,  County  Medical  Officer, 
who  has  kindly  supplied  the  following  details  regarding  Diphtheria 
Immunisation  carried  out  during  the  year  in  the  district.

Most  primary  immunisations  are  carried  out  by  General  Medical 
Practitioners,  and  immunisation  is  also  available  at  the  School 
Clinics  and  Infant  Welfare  Centres.  The  school  doctors  give 
booster  doses  to  children  at  the  schools  and  also  primary  immuni- 
sations to  those  children  whose  parents  failed  to  have  it  done  during 
infancy. 
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In  February,  we  were  most  fortunate  in  securing  the  co- 
operation of  the  owners  and  managers  of  the  Star  and  Ritz  Cinemas 
in  the  screening  of  a Diphtheria  Immunisation  filmlet.  The  filmlet, 
which  was  kindly  loaned  by  the  Central  Office  of  Information  was 
shown  on  3 days  during  the  month  and  undoubtedly  added  valuable 
weight  to  the  Diphtheria  Immunisation  publicity  campaign  in  the 
area. 

It  cannot  be  too  highly  emphasised  how  advisable  it  is  for  all 
children  to  be  immunised  against  Diphtheria  as  soon  as  possible 
after  they  are  8 months  old  and  to  receive  booster  doses  every  5 
years  after  that  date.  Over  the  country  as  a whole,  cases  of  this 
disease  notified  increased  to  271  in  1959  as  compared  with  182  in 
1958  and  this  re-inforces  the  warning  of  the  importance  of  continued 
high  level  of  diphtheria  immunisation.

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  take  any  action  under  this  Act 
during  the  year. 


WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Waterworks  has  been 
satisfactory  both  in  quality  and  generally  in  quantity  and  a more 
extensive  report  is  included  in  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector’s 
Report. 

In  one  case  concerning  a cottage  supplied  with  drinking  water 
from  a well,  the  water  was  found  unsatisfactory.  This  supply  was 
discontinued,  a connection  having  been  made  to  the  mains  supply.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR, 
CLEANSING  SUPERINTENDENT  AND  HOUSING 

MANAGER. 

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Belper  Urban  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members, 

I have  to  present  for  your  consideration  my  Annual  Report 
dealing  with  the  work  carried  out  by  my  Department  during  the 
year  1959. 

It  is  necessary  for  this  report  to  contain  many  statistics  which 
are  required  not  only  by  the  Urban  Council  but  also  by  the  Ministry 
of  Health  and  other  Government  Departments.  Statistics  make 
dry  reading  and  to  the  non-technical  Councillor  may  not  have  a 
great  deal  of  meaning,  but  behind  many  of  these  tables  of  fact  lies  a 
story  of  human  discomfort  and  frustration.  It  is  the  aim  of  the 
members  of  the  Health  Department  to  help  and  advise  the  members 
of  the  public,  not  only  during  times  of  stress  but  wherever  possible 
to  take  preventative  measures  to  preserve  their  health  and  well 
being.  To  this  end  a careful  watch  is  maintained  on  the  food  and 
water  supplies,  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere,  the  homes  in  which 
they  live  and  the  places  in  which  they  work.  There  are,  indeed, 
very  few  items  in  our  daily  lives  which  could  not  be  said  to  affect 
our  health  in  some  way  or  other,  and,  as  scientific  knowledge  in- 
creases, the  definition  of  “ health”  becomes  ever  wider. 

Whatever  local  government  may  offer  in  the  terms  of  shorter 
working  hours  it  is  still  necessary  for  the  Public  Health  Inspector 
to  visit  slaughter  houses  on  Sundays  and  evenings,  or  at  the  end 
of  the  day  how  often  an  urgent  call  from  someone  who  demands 
immediate  attention  because  it  is  a matter  of  “ health  ” and  cannot 
wait  until  tomorrow.  It  is  surprising  how  many  people  suddenly 
discover  a choked  drain  just  before  Saturday  lunch  time.  Perhaps 
the  five  day  week  in  industry  has  something  to  do  with  this. 

It  is  necessary,  by  Act  of  Parliament,  to  record  every  complaint 
received,  and  visit  made  by  members  of  the  Department.  During 
1959  it  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  that  2,934  members  of  the  pubUc 
called  at  the  Department,  3,056  visits  were  made  and  937  items  of 
repair  were  supervised. 

In  a brief  summary  of  the  sections  of  statistics  I would  draw 
attention  to  : — 
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Refuse  Collection. 

Each  year  the  number  of  houses  slowly  increases,  this  year 
by  52  ; the  number  of  dustbins  by  72  and  the  number  of  occasions 
bins  emptied,  by  3,803.  This  work  has  been  carried  out  without 
staff  increase  and  when  the  shorter  working  week  comes  into  opera- 
tion in  January,  1961,  will  present  a serious  problem. 

The  sickness  rate  has  again  dropped  slightly  and  was  8.14% 
of  possible  working  hours. 

Refuse  Disposal. 

The  total  tonnage  of  refuse  has  dropped  by  approximately 
1,000  tons  and  this  is  shown  in  the  changed  content  of  refuse.  In 
this  area  to-day  refuse  is  bulky  rather  than  heavy  and  becomes 
increasingly  difficult  to  dispose  of  by  controlled  tipping.  A much 
greater  volume  of  inert  material  is  required  for  cover  and  con- 
solidation creates  a problem. 

Waste  Paper. 

The  total  tonnage  of  paper  showed  a slight  increase  to  294  tons 
but  the  income  a reduction  of  £247  due  to  a smaller  quantity  of 
other  salvage  material  such  as  tins,  rags,  etc.  Nevertheless,  an 
excess  of  income  over  expenditure  of  £276  was  made  towards  the 
general  rate. 

If  the  salvage  target  for  1960  is  achieved,  and  it  has  been  so 
far,  a much  greater  profit  wiU  be  shown  in  the  next  Annual  Report. 

Meat  Inspection. 

During  the  year  a total  of  4,085  animals  was  slaughtered  for 
human  consumption  and  100%  meat  inspection  was  carried  out. 

This  involved  498  visits,  and  167  hours  overtime,  63  hours  of 
which  was  unpaid  and  the  rest,  although  Sunday  and  evening  work, 
was  at  ordinary  rates  of  pay. 

The  percentage  of  carcases  affected  with  Tuberculosis  showed 
a slight  decrease,  probably  due  to  increased  slaughter  of  attested 
cattle,  but  the  percentage  of  carcases  affected  with  diseases  other 
than  Tuberculosis  showed  a considerable  increase.  In  all,  more 
than  ^ ton  of  infected  meat  was  condemned  in  slaughter  houses, 
and  more  than  4 cwts.  of  other  foods  condemned  in  food  shops. 

Housing. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  the  duties 
of  Housing  Manager  was  626,  an  increase  on  the  previous  year  of 
301  visits. 
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Twenty-eight  new  Council  houses  were  erected  during  the  year, 
making  a total  of  878  houses  under  Council  management. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  Council  houses  remains  about  the 
same  and  it  seems  that  the  number  of  new  applicants  equals  the 
number  rehoused  each  year,  although  insofar  as  aged  persons’ 
bungalows  are  concerned  there  is  a slow  but  steady  increase  of 
applicants. 

Formal  action  to  close  or  demolish  16  private  houses  was  taken 
during  the  year  and  the  demolition  of  18  houses  was  supervised. 


General. 

In  the  introduction  to  this  report  I have  only  high-lighted  a 
few  headings  and  I hope  the  rest  of  the  information  will  prove  of 
interest.  Team  spirit  is  essential  to  efficiency  and  I express  my 
sincere  thanks  to  the  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  C. 
Matheson,  and  my  Clerk,  Miss  M.  Buxton,  who  have  given  loyal 
and  valuable  help. 

I would  also  like  to  thank  the  Chairmen  and  Members  of  the 
Health  and  Housing  Committees,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Council  and  other  Officers  for  their  co-operation.

The  Local  Authority  under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1955,  is 
the  Derbyshire  County  Council  and  Mr.  R.  Sutton,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C., 
F.C.S.,the  County  Analyst,  informs  me  that  50  samples,  including 
16  milks,  were  taken  during  the  year  1959  and  I am  indebted  to  him 
for  the  following  report  : — 

" The  milk  samples  were  all  classed  as  satisfactory. 

“ A sample  of  Canned  Prunes  in  Syrup  was  seriously  contami- 
nated with  tin.  Further  stocks  were  not  held  at  the  premises 
concerned  but  the  finding  led  to  additional  sampling  of  the  brand 
in  question  at  other  shops.  The  investigation  extended  into  1960 
and  some  stocks  had  to  be  condemned  as  unfit  for  sale. 

Two  samples  of  Apples  of  Italian  origin  were  found  to  contain 
residues  of  lead  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  limit  recommneded  in 
the  report  of  the  Food  Standards  Committee  of  the  Ministry.  The 
recommendations  of  this  Committee  have  not  so  far  led  to  statutory 
regulations  and  the  irregularity  was  dealt  with  by  caution  notice. 

The  remaining  samples  were  classed  as  satisfactory.”

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HOUSE  PURCHASE  AND  HOUSING  ACT,  1959. 


Applications  for  Standard  Grant. 


The  above  Act  came  into  operation  on  June  14th,  1959,  and 
the  first  application  to  the  Urban  Council  was  received  on  July  7th. 
During  the  six  months  of  this  year,  eighteen  applications  were 
granted. 

During  the  same  period  two  applications  were  received  for 
Discretionary  Grants,  one  of  which  was  approved  and  one  refused. 

At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  the  number  of  applications 
for  Standard  Grants  has  more  than  doubled  and  a considerable 
amount  of  time  is  spent  in  dealing  with  these. 

A visit  is  generally  made  to  the  house  with  the  owner  to  advise 
what  application  may  be  made  and  offer  practical  suggestions  as  to 
installations.  In  a number  of  cases  it  was  found  that  the  property 
was  so  defective  as  to  be  outside  the  scope  of  the  Act  and  in  such 
cases  action  had  to  be  considered  as  to  whether  or  not  representa- 
tion for  clearance  or  closure  of  the  property  should  be  made. 

Following  the  first  visit  the  applicant  is  required  to  submit  a 
detailed  contractors  estimate.  These  estimates  are  carefully 
checked  to  make  sure  that  the  charges  are  just  and  reasonable,  and 
a certificate  of  inspection  is  then  made  out  together  with  recommen- 
dations. The  next  step  is  submission  to  the  Public  Health  Com- 
mittee for  approval  and  no  work  can  be  commenced  until  the  owner 
receives  official  approval. 

The  work  is  then  supervised  from  start  to  finish  and  a certificate 
of  cost  is  made  out  on  completion.  This,  together  with  a copy  of 
the  contractors  account,  completes  the  file  which  is  passed  to  the 
Treasurer’s  Department  for  payment.

At  present  there  is  no  smoke  recording  apparatus  in  the  district 
and  this  is  necessary  to  obtain  accurate  information  with  regard 
to  the  degree  of  atmospheric  pollution.
